Democrat states that it is especially re- 
markable that most of the men indulge 
in the luxury of corncob pipes. Their 
camping is necessarily done in the de- 
pot, on which floor the men spread their 
blankets and knapsacka for a genuine 
soldier's coucb. 


GOOD BATIOKS. 


The rations furnished the men by the 


state are the best, They include freeh 
beef, ham, bacon, canned corn beef, eggs, 
batter, bread, crackers, oatmeal, rice, po- 
tatoes, beans, onions, coffee, cut-loaf su- 
gar, salt, pepper, etc. The boys ought to 
get along pretty well on that fodder. 


All told there are about 750 men in 


camp, and they are all doing good ser- 
vice.

8am Jones is a school teacher, with a

He was out of a job, 
took a place on the road and was sworn 
in as a deputy sheriff at the same time. 


Wm. F. Laird is a strapping big St.. 


IJouisan, who looks like he'd be a hard 
man in a row. He is a bill-poster by oc- 
cupation,and was a Louisville and Nash- 
ville detective before the strike. 
Stewart Marlin is an elderly man, who 


says ne keeps s livery stable at Nashville 
[11., and enlisted as a deputy sheriff for 
the 85 a day, 


George W. Burnett is a railroad man, 


without any particular history. He be- 
longs at Nashville, Til, 
John F. Williams is a farmer, who for- 


sook the plowshare for the Winchester 
and took to mowing down people instead 
of corn.

ing more is known about his good or bad 
antecedents than that he came from Chi- 
cago. 


"TOO PBETTT TO SHOOT." 


At about noon on Saturday, old man 


Sweeney, under the influence of liquor, 
stepped up to Private Kent, of Company 
C, 5th Reg't, Springfield, who was on 
picket on Missouri avenue, and said: 
"You're most too pretty to shoot, but I 
b'lieve I'll just pop you for fun," and lev- 
eled his pistol at Kent It was knocked 
down by another private of the same 
company.

The boycott is a two-edged weap- 


on, and in nicety-cine cases out of 
100 it must boycott labor much more 
than capital. In nineteen cases out 
of twenty it is simply al fiirce, as 
men of ordinary manhood will al- 
ways buy and sell an suits them best, 
regardless of arbitrary orders, and 
the general result of the labor boy- 
cot is simply labor boycotting labor. 
It is a moderate estimate that fixes 
the losses to labor this year, by rea- 
son of the paralysis of industrial 
enterprise by labor disturbances, at 
a thousand million dollars. 
There 


were 1,000,000 men idle last year by 
the general depression in our pro- 
ductive industries, and the loss t > 
labor and to the consuming power 
of the country was not less than 
$50,000,000. 
This year, when the 


season opened with increased confi- 
dence in industrial chiunpls and er- 
larged employment for labor, labor 
has 
foolishly boycotted itself by 


driving all capital out of 
indus- 


trial enterprise that can get out, and 
and by postponing all improvements 
tbat are absolutely indispensable. 
Thus has labor boycotted labor fully 
a thousand millions for 1880, and 
when will the confidence so wantonly 
destroyed be restored and the chan 
nels of industry again send out en- 
larged demands for labor? 
We ap 


peal to intelligent workingmen to 
boycott the suicidal boycotters who 
are simply making labor bojcott la 
bor.

TEE EKECTBIC CURRENT. 


How It is Freduced- A Pull Ex- 


planat on of the Process 


The Jenney eleotiio light plant, which 


will cost the city $20,000, is now in suc- 
cessful operation, and eech night tha 
people are impressed with Ihe fact that 
the new light is "ihe bcss " There are 
eight toweis, each 125 feet high, with five 
arc lamps in a olns'er at the top of each 
tower, There are also ten low or drop 
lights in different parts of the city to 
light up streets in the vicinity of high 
buildings. There are about 12 miles 
of wire strung upon poles. The power is 
supplied at the water works, near the 111- 
iunis Central bridge, south of the city, 
where the station is looet-d. The appa- 
ratus includes an improved Bass engint 
of 83-horse power, m»king 260 revolu- 
tions to the minute. The full capacity 
of the djnamos :s 60 lights, but at present 
ouly 50 lights are use] 
In cose more 


lamps 
are purchased—fhey cost $75 


each—another dynamo will have to be 
secured, Steam power in abundance is 
supplied from the water works boilers, 
and the plant is operated by the water 
works employes under the direc'ion of 
Engineer Barnett, 
Every day the 50 


lamps have to be supplied with fresh 
carbons, and this work is done by Mr. 
Peters, a young mun who climbs to the 
top of the towers, making a daily inspec- 
tion o* the lamps. 


Since the plant has been in operation 


tha RUPCELIOAN hcs received many in- 
quiries as to how the electric current is 
produced. Be'ow we give an interesting 
chapter on the subject from the Ameri- 
can Slectrical Directory, published at 
Fort "Wajnf, lad, by the Jenn^y Com- 
pany: 


The trouble in deecrtbins' tho operntinn Is 
in obtaining ft levdl ot common understand- 
ing, which is very hard to do when there is no 
common giouud to stand 01 ; tur electricity 
in Iho strict furm of coraporlaon, can hardly 
be Ilkoned to any ether form oi energy Ton 
Eleclnoan several months ago made nn inge- 
nious attflinpt to so simplify and explain ino 
theorj ol the generntiun of a current of olcc- 
triciiy by mechanical means thiit it might be 
undoi stood by anyone, no matter now un- 
skilled he was. ]i is much easier t.> under- 
stand electricity, uuys the paper in quesilnn, 
when wu assume it to be a lluid, timn in ciiy 
other way: and as the fluid theory answers 
every purpose, we will assume it to such, and 
tbo machinery for producing a currenl mere- 
ly as ft pump tor pumping or lorciEg ifcutric- 
ity through the wires and carbons, as water 
mny bo forced through a pipe or vulve A 
pump for forcing water through a pine con- 
sists of a cylinder or barrel, 1. side it wnich 
there io a movable r.ir-tighl partition that 
separates the cylinder into two pans; this la 
called a piston This piston is connected with 
a rod which extends outside ot the cylinder; 
and enables the piston to be mo% el irorn the 
outsldo. If this piston is moved, it draws wa- 
ter in at one end ol the cylinder and forcoe it 
out at toe other; and when vah es are proper- 
ly arranged, and pipe attached, the pump is 
comp ete. When all the valves, pipes and 
cnivmbersareeompl-telj tilled with water, if 
the suction and discharge pipes are connect- 
ed together, and the pump operated, it will 
ptimp or force the same water over and over 
agaiu around a complete circjit. If a valve is 
placed in the pipe and partially closed, it will 
be found that much m >re power is n quired 
to work the pump 
Where does all thi«. power 
goto? It is expended in friction In passing 
the partly closed valve; this may be called re- 
sistance. Now suppose that a ion e equal to 
llf ing all the water in tho pump and pip->s 
seven hundred and sevenn -two feet hl>-h was 
exerted, the friction would heat tho water just 
one degree. It this pumping was continued 
with sufficient force lor an hour or more the 
water would boil,and could be converted Into 
steam; in fact, all the force exerted on the 
pump would be converted into heat, which 
would be confined to the pump and its con- 
nections. In this manner mechanical energy 
is said to bo converted into heat. 


Now, suppose that we take this same pump 
and so arrange the valves that we allow steam 
to enter one end of the ojUnder and at the 
same time allow a free escape at the olher, 
what is the result? The piston will be moved 
by the steam until it reaches .he extreme end 
of tbo cylinder. Now, if -re allow the steam 
to enter the other end, it will push the piston 
in the other direction to the opposite extrem- 
ity, and when we hnvp BO connected thisrc- 
ciprocatiug motion, through the agency of a 
connecting rod and crank, to a shaft, that the 
shaft will be turned by the motion of the pis- 
ton and make an attachment that will open 
and close the valves at the proper time, we 
have constructed a complete steam engine, 
and this is said to be a machine for convert- 
ing heat into force, power, or dynamic ener- 
gy. The steam In passing through the engine 
is cooled down and condensed just In propor- 
tion to the work done 
It Is ther'fore shown that a mechanical 
force app led or exerted in moving a piston in 
a cylinder can be made to circulate a current 
of fluid through pipes, and that the fluid la 
heated just in proportion to the work or force 
exerted Conversely, a current of fluid In a 
pipe may be made to move a piston, and this 
piston made to give off force or power and the 
fluid cooled, just In proportion to the work or 
power developed. 


So with electricity. If a strong magnet la 
moved Inside a coll of insulated wire It pro- 
duces & current of electrlgvin the wire com- 
posing such coll very much H the same man- 
ner that tbe moving of a vision In • pump 
cylinder produces a current of water in tbe 
pipes, which may be regarded as an extension 
of the cylinder. It is also found that It re- 
quires power to move a magnet inside of a 
coll of wire, and that this power bean a cer- 
tain relation to tho current of electricity pro- 
dueo-i, and also that if there 1» placed a resist- 
ance in the wire to correspond to the valve In 
the nf.iei- pipes, that this resistance becomes 
b 
tud, also that the heat represents the same 
aj >"nt of force, that the heat In tbe water did. 
I'Li . t called a machine for converting dy- 
nB',1' energy into electrlcnI energy. If.now, 
weo 
•• eot the wires of the above ooll with a 
battei ind allow a curre> t of electricity to 
Sans tliruugb the wire, {tie magnet will be 
rawn Litu the coil with considerable force, 
but only while tbe current Is paselnir. and It 
win also be found that tbfl work d me by this 
pulling of the magnet hB6 weakened the flow 
of electricity iu the coll just In proportion to 
the work done. When this magnet Is properly 
connected to a rotating sbaft by the agency 
of a connecting rod ana crank, and Is provid- 
ed with a suitable artachmen that will let on 
and shut off th (1 .w of electricity at the pro- 
per time, we have an electrical engine, and 
this is said to be a machine for converting 
electrical energy into dj mimic energy. It is, 
therefore, shown that the moving of a magnet 
in an Insulated coll produces a current of 
electricity iu such C' U, that force Is required 
to move the magnet, and that tbia force or 
pnwer is couver ed into a relative amount of 
electrical ourient or energy: conversely, that 
a current of electricity may be made to move 
a magnet and develop power, and the power 
so developed represents a certain snd definite 
amount of electrical energy. It is not, how- 
ever, necessary to move a magnet In a coil of 
wire to produce a current ol electricity. The 
cnttmaybe moved on the magnet, or the mac 
netttm may be moved in ihe magnet, or the po- 
larity of tbe magnet may be changed from 
north to south, and vice versa Indeed, any 
disturbance, movement, strengthening, weak- 
ening, or change whatsoever In the magnet, 
produces a current In the wire about It, tbe 
strength of which depends upon tbe degree 
and rapidity of such change or motion. When 
a piece of soft iron Is brought near a strong 
magnet, it too, becomes a magnet. If, for in- 
stance, B common nail has its point brought 
near the north pole of a magnet, the headot 
the nail will at once become a north pole, and 
its pnlnt a south pote. If the position of tbe 
nail is reversed, the magnetism will remain 
the same as relates to the magnet, but not to 
the nail. The nail may be said to have turned 
round on its magnetism. If now, this nail 
should have a smooto sbaft passed through 
perpendicular to Ita axis, and mounted so as 
to be revolved with rapidity while In this po- 
sltion.the magnetism in tbe nail would change 
at each turn, the end nearest the marm t be- 
ing always a south pole. This is called a 


change in po'arity. If nn this nail u flno ctil 
of Insulated wire Ie placed, and the outside 
anfl Inside cc(is connected together, a Etronv 
pulsation of electricity will take place In the 
wire of the coll at each half-turn When the 
ends of the wire aro separate i and brouirhl 
down to the shaft, so that tbe current may be 
taken off through a commutator to a station- 
ary conductor, we have a comp'ote magneto- 
electric machine, which his only to bo enlarg- 
ed to produc • an electric light. 
Tho effect would be very much heightened. 
if the nail was uent m the form ol a ring with 
au 11? secured into it, like the Shalt In a 
wheelbarrow wheel, and tho col I divided up 
;?. twen'J' or more sections, each seotl ^u 
ending in an independent copper strip iu ihe 
commutator. Another Improvement would 
result from revolving It between two magnets 
of opposite polarity, or between tho opposite 
po es of a horseshoe magnet. The chancei for 
enlargement on this basis will be obvious 
Machines embodying this principle have been 
carried to a great oegree of perfection While 
tbo ffl&CQiDO Is not Iu motion we HiavoonBider 
all the wires In or about It to be full of e'eo- 
tncity, as a pump and Its pipes may be full of 
armature, a slight current U produced by the 
iwtuctwn from tbe residuary magnetism Tho 
current of electricity may be .aid to draw or 
sni-k iu through ihe bottom brush Into tho ar- 
mature, where It divides Into two equal cur- 
rents, one passing up on one side, while tho 
other pauses up on the other side, and against 
the motion. Tbe Impelling or pushing for- 
ward of tbe current all takes place In the ar- 
mature, the two ouri ents induced In the arma- 
ture unite on the top and escape through the 
commutator to the top brush; fiom here It 
passes through one of the electro-magnets,am] 
from tbence to tbe lamp, where thefrlctlouor 
resistance ottered to It in passing the apace 
filled only with gaseous matter between the 
two carbons Is BO great that an enormous d(* 
gree of heat is produced. With a current of 
wster the heat would be taken along with the 
water: but with electricity it is left at the 
point of friction, and communicating to the 
cnrbon points, heats them to a degree un- 
known to any other agency; tbe heated points 
ot the carbons are the sources of the light. 
After passing through tbe lump, the ourronl 
is taken back to the machine, where it goes 
through tbe wire of the other electro-magnet 
and to the bottom brueh, tbus com letlng tbe 
circuit, These machines require power to 
drive them just In proportion to electricity 
produced, and are called dynamo-magneto- 
electro machines, as tbey convert dynamic en- 
ergy Into electriclcal energy oy tbe agency of 
magnets. 


H is a very common error to confound the 
current of electricity produced by a magneto 
machine with that produced by the common 
friction or plate machines The plate machine 
produces a currentof electricity of very groat 
tension, but there Is very little of It It may 
be compared to a discharge of water from a 
pip" the size of tbe finest hair, but under a 
pressure ol many millions of pounds per 
square inch; while tbe current produced by a 
mugne'o mncbirie> in ly be compared tothodls 
charge of water Irom a pipe tun feet in diam- 
eter n d under a very low pressure. A cur- 
rent ol o'ectrieity, liko a current of wator, 
has both quantity and piessure; only the 
pressure of electricity is called tension, while 
the rest is called electro-motive force when In 
action.

The ucfortuDute collision yesterday 


ef teruoou at three o'clock, between Sheriff 
Kopiequet's deputies and the mob of 
jeering strikers at Eact St. Louis, caused 
great commotion at tbe scene, and the 
Governor's order calling ont the militia 
spread the excitement to all parts of the 
slate, Tbe Deoatur Guarde, Co. H, Fifth 
Regiment, I. N. O., have been ready to 
start to tbe front on short notice for over 
a week, and Captain Wells has been ex- 
pecting marching orders daily. He got 
a telegram at 3:37 yesterday atternodh of 
which tbe fol'owing ie a copy:

OUR FOREIGN LETTER. 


The Labor Question in France, 


PARIS, FRAHOI, March a), 1888. 


The truth that all mankind are Kin meets no 


stronger proof than ID the common trials and 
sorrows of the race. To-day in all landa the 
same Industrial distress—the lack of work for 
workers and of wages for work—lies like an 
Incubus upon all the peoples. From all quar- 
ters come the same cries of the paralysis of 
trade, and of the misery of the laboring class- 
es out of employment. The other day thirty 
thousand men out of work visited the Mayor's 
Mansion ID London, and bo h the British and 
tho Belgian Parliaments are solicited to begin 
some great publlq works to f urnlah work and 
wages to tbe unemployed poor. Prom Italy 
arises the cry of the threatening starvation ef 
the thousands who nave nothing to do. 


Here in France the frightful poverty of the 


working classes is in everybody's mouth, and 
every tradesman tells you of the stagnation 
of trade Beggurs swarm throughout Paris, 
and every afternoon, as early as four o'clock, 
one may see at tho door of a ''Night lief age," 
four blocks from where I am sitting, a crowd 
of men standing lu nle waiting for the open- 
ing of the doors at 7, in order to get a ught's 
lodging under the uhelter of some sheds In a 
yard. These Hef ugen are provided by tbe city, 
and as this one accom uodates only about 75 
persons, these men tand In the cold two or 
three hours in order to secure a place, with- 
out wbiob tnoy mugr probably pass the niirht 
in the streets The> havb uo beds but eaub 
oue ia iurntshed wild a blanket In which tie 
may wrap himself 
When the places are all 
taken the word "Complet" is displayed over 
th» door a* they do over the doors ol the om- 
nibuses wneu tue seats are all lull, and tho c 
who weic too 1-te areturued awij. Very pit- 
iful is the poverty when strung men wait m 
line for hnurs to get a pjor lod/ing, as people 
wait sometimes to gain entrance to some cov- 
eted entertainment!

More just than nature, they 
would destroy or at least repress all luequa'i- 
ties in talent, tasto, wisdom and morality tn 
order to destroy the Inequalities In property 
condition which theae produce. They would 
joke the fettered humanity to the enormous 
oar of their huge and shapeless idol of Com- 
mon Property, and force all to drag* In the 
same harness to prevent the mischiefs of com- 
petition and the sorrows of inequality. Un- 
fortunately tbe majority of mankind suspect 
that the essential force and quality in man is 
bis spiritual nature, and that the social evils 
whi 'h arise from the varieties or aberrations 
ot this nai ure demand spiritual remedies. 
The common sense of France refu«es to be 
panic stricken 
The march of ita history haa 
shown too many crises as painful as the pres- 
ent. And their eyes tell them that the misery 
is not as universal as it seems at first sight. 
Out of ten or twelve millions of workers, one 
million, pro oably much less, may be out of 
work; but this leaves the nine or eleven mil- 
lions still employed 
Many mills may be stop- 
pet, but evt ry duy brings the abso utely nec- 
essary employments of common life. The 
bread-winning must go on, even if the wealth 
getting Is forced for a time to stop. And in 
the meantime the busy brains of the millions 
of mankind, led by ihe gravitations ot their 
needs and correcting themselves by the issues 
or their experience, are slowly solving this 
sooia problem as they have solved so many 
others In the past.

France is again tempest-driven. No thought- 


ful man, accustomed lotake uoioot the drifts 
ul public opinion, can remain hero long with- 
out reeling the rocn and tremble ol tho social 
fabric. It is true that among a people so vl- 
\ttcious and volatile as iho French one must 
not interpret too seriously the popular com- 
motions. But onu cannot forget that within 
the last ninety years France has passed 
ihrough sin en revolutions, overturning three 
Kings—Louis XVI in 1702, Charles X. in 1830, 
nncl Louis Philippe in IMS-two emperors, .he 
two Napoieons, aud two republics. Tho thlid 
republic has now endured over fourteen years 
but not without serious shocks. To-day a 
profoun'l discontent, Intensified by the social 
distress, prevails, and one hea's pleuiy of 
prophecies of a coming revolution. What 
-uould we think ot the prospects ot our own 
government if one-third of our Congress, em 
oracing many of Its ablest and most itllucn- 
tial members, were honestly antt openly op- 
posed to the republican form of governm"nt, 
.tud la favor ot ihe restoration oi a monarchy 
under the heir of ihe uld monarchy, a man 
Known and respected throughout tho country? 
dndwb.it if ttiither, seveuty-ulne of the re- 
publican majority were Socialises earnestly 
eoeklug to turn the republic m'o a social re- 
public or Commune, associated In ail other 
minds with Molenoe and bloodshed? Suph is 
the situation of France, and in this periljus 
situation she meets this enormous industrial

The immediate uause of the present agita- 
tion is tho strike of the coal miners a Decaze- 
ville In the .onto of France. This strike oc- 
curred In January and was accompanied 
with a riot iu which an obnoxious agent 
ol' the company was killed. The troops ^ un, 
suppressed the riots and the strike was I bufflfl 
reported us coming to a settlement; but some "u*>-10' 
socialist Deputies introdut-ed ihe matter into 
tho Chamber, and others went to hold meet 
ings wi h th-i strikers and encouiape tbam to 
hold out in the strike. Tbe Socialists ot Paris 
held meetings, and socialistic members oi the 
city council moved to send 10,000 irancs to 
nolp the strikers. The majority ol the coun 
oil refuseu to airt the striae, but voted tho 10, 
000 francs to lelltsve the miners' families 
Several other cities have followed thu exam 
plpof Pnrts and sent aid, orolessedly tu re 
licve the families, but the effect is all the same 
to encourage the strikers. 


The debates In the Chamber of Deputies 
ovur the subject were violent, and for a time 
it seemed impossible to unite a majority on 
any proposition. It was ID this con ition the 
Chamber adjourned last Saturday evenli'g 
The public mind was disquieted and fearful. 
On Sunday 1 listened to au eloquentdiscourso 
bvthe famous Fere Hyacinth, on the Socla 
War— U» Guorie Soclalo—in which he traced 
ihe bloody hiaiory ol French revoluiions,|and 
d.nouuood tha spirt of violence prevailing, 
and lie adraca e 
Monday Piime Minister 
fr'reyciuet appuured in the Uhambor and 
promptly supported a proposition agreed on 
by a caucus ot the different groups of Hepub- 
lioans, leaving the whole subjact 10 tho minis- 
try under tho implied promise that it will pre- 
sent a project for tho amendment of the laws. 
The proposition was ad ipted by a large ma- 
jority, and so the ministry in safe for this 
time 
But what would be thought in the 
United States, if members of Congress should 
leave their seats and go out among tbe strik- 
ers In the coal regions of Ohio or Pennsylva- 
nia to hold meetings with the strikers and. to 
Inflame their minds against the companies and 
against capitalists In genera ?

PARIS, FBAHOB, March 20,1888. 


Tbe truth that all mankind are Kin meets n 


stronger proof than in the common trials an 
sorrows of the race. To-day in all lands th 
aama Industrial distress—the lack of woik fo 
workers and of wages for work—lies like a 
Incubus upon all the peoples. From all quar 
tora come this same cries of the paralysis o 
trade, and of the misery of the laboring olas 
es out of employment. The other day thlrt 
thousand men out of work visited the Mayor' 
Mansion In London, and bo h the British an 
the Belgian Parliaments are solicited to bcgl 
some gre»t public, works to furnish work an 
wages to uie unemployed poor. Prom Ital 
arises the cry of the threatening starvation « 
the thousands who nave nothing to do. 


Here in Prance the frightful poverty of th 


working classes Is In everybody's mouth, an 
every tradesman tells you of the stagnatio 
of trade. Beggars swarm throughout Paris 
and every afternoon, as early as four o'clock 
one may see at the door of a ''Night Kef uge,' 
four blocks from where I am sitting, a orowc 
of men standing iu Hie waiting for the open 
Ingot theduors at 7, In order to get a light' 
lodging under the shelter of some sheds In t 
yard. These Hefuges are provided by tbe city 
and as this one acuoru uodates only about 7 
persons, these men ^tand In the cold two or 
three hours In order to secure a place, with 
out which they must piobably pass the nlirh 
in the streets Tflej havu no bods but oath

It Is true that among a people so vl- 
vacious and volatile as iho French one must 
not interpret too seriously the popular com- 
motions.

To-day a 
prufouni discontent, intensified by the social 
distress, pievails, and one hea s pleni) ot 
piophteles of a coming revolution. What

KO> eminent if one-third of our Cougrtss, em 
Gracing- many ot Its ablest and most lt,nui n- 
tlal meuiboia, wore honestly and openly op- 
posed to the republican form of governm- nt, 
undln lavorol the res'oration ol a monarchy 
under tha heir of the old monarchy, a man 
known aud respected throughout the couutrj ? 
And what if fuither, sevonty-uine of the re- 
publican majority were Boclalis'8 earnestly 
ooekiug to turn ihe republio m'o asocial re- 
public 01 Commune, associated in all other 
inlnds with violence and b'oodsbed?

ST. Louia, April 10.—Yesterday, while 


Sheriff Rupluqnot of East. St. Louis was 
nnailing a telegram Irom the Governor 
til Illinois asking for military aid, a crowd 
pas guthering at the Lrmisville & Nash- 
ftlllu trestle work crossing Cuhokliv creek, 
§ns>t sontli ol the bridge crossing on the 
wagon entrance to the biidge. 
A small 


force of deputies were on duty on the 
trestle work to keep back the crowd, 
*viiicli seemed each momont to grow lar- 
ger and larger, and to indicate more 
trouble. The croncl was kept at bay until 
two o'clock and after, when a pislolorrc- 
rolver shot rung out on the air, and one 
o' the wildest scenes inviginablu ensued . 
It t\a.s what nil ncru expecting, and yet 
no one \v:is looking for it -just at that 
moment 
No one except the one who 


did the shooting could tell from just 
What qmuter the shot came. If any one 
on eitherbiilt .siuv it, the knowledge of 
it was lost in the bewilderment of the 
events oceuriing immediately Iheredller.

Veil aimed with Winchesters, shotguns 
and revolvers, and in the feu moments

tiie llriiig eeused Ihe oillcers fled. The 
ciowd, to a very lurce extent, adopted 
the same policy, ami when the ground 
was cleared paiiinlly away the effect was 
summed up as tluce known dead, n 
woman seriously, if not fatally, wounded, 
and from three to hall a dozen men shot 
more or less seriously, three reported 
fatally. Two men were seen to tumble 
c£f of the railing on the wagon bridge 
ever Cahokla Creek, wounded, into the 
water below. 
Two more boilles were 


outstretched on a side porch of a house 
3not west of the creek. A third was cold 
in death near a shanty east ol the creek, 
ft lady, Mrs. FIclffcr, who was on her 
*vay home from St. Louis, and was just 
crossing the foot-bridge, had been taken 
to Eathlamler's drug store, shot through 
Hie groin. 
A child Darned Klelnhcln, 


'grazed by a ball as it was crossing 
the bridge, also on the way home 
ifrom 
St. Louis, was 
carried away, 


nniiijined, but suffering from the shock. 
The crowd was dispersing rapidly, but 
'etill leaving large numbers at the scene 
»f the tragedy. A part of them had cap- 
tured the yardmaster, and hurried him 
(to the Green Tree Hotel. The crowd 
nroond him was clamorous, and for a 
felnio it seemed as though he would have 
to answer for the high pitch of excite- 
pacnt into which the people had Deen 
f 


rked. 
Cries of "lynch him" were 
iri oh all sides, But cooler counsel 
f\tilled, Several voices were heard, 
ling, "I know him;" "He's all right}" 


-Je didn't do the shooting;" ana the 


advice of the hot-heads was not followed. 
I Other parties scoured the town, some 
{going > to, hardware stores and other 
(places where they knew guns and revol- 
vers were kept, and, going In, took pos- 
•session of them without any superfluous 
Inquiries as to price, condition of sale, 
«tc. Others went to their homes anq 
there secured firearms of various descrip- 
tions, and all appearing on the streets 
<thus equipped gave the town the ap- 
ipearance ol the stronghold of an army 
anticipating an attack from a foreign foe. 
.JSquads of men thus dangerously provid- 
ed with weapons of aggressiveness 
uS 


v ell as defense, were seen in all parts ol 
•the town, ready to answer any question- 
'In ; of their rights and privileges. Thus 
Hiio city assumed an air of restlessness, 
>lll!cd to the core with subdued excite. 
•Blent, while outwardly there was qniel 
diiul apparent good order. 


SCENE OF THE SHOOTING. 


While all this was going on the scenes 


«'.] the loot-bridge and the trestle-work, 
^Kur where the trouble occurred, were 
'dull and eventless. Two or three nun- 
tlied men were standing around, In groups 
«f a hall-dozen and a dozen. The bodied 
o: the victims of the collision were still 
unattended and uncared for. The quiet 
>\us painful. 
The excitement had all 


passed over. When engaged in conver- 
sation the men talked as coolly and calm- 
ly as was possible under the circum- 
stances 
ami 
in 
view 
of 
the 


surroundings. 
But 
nothing 
cleai 


»b to the history ol the collision could be 
learned. The rncu claimed that prior to 
.the collision they were in much the same 
.position as they were found afterward, 
'only in much greater number. Accord- 
dug to their version, the deputies, about a 
klozen in number, were doing picket duty 
on the Louisville & Nashville bridge or 
trestle, while the crowd surged around, 
occupying the adjoining tracks and the 
rfoot bridge north of the Louisville & 
'Nashvl'le crossing. As in all such cases 
of crowds, one-hail of which is moved by ' 
cuiioslty, the front ranks, they said, were ' 
•ccusiouully pushed up to the trestle- 


work npon which they were forbidden to 
venture. As they dicl so the deputy in 
charge advanced from his forces and 
warned them back, ordering them to dis- 
perse. He Tflii met with 110 violence, 
jnd no signs of violence, but was hooted 
snd jeeied to some extent. This had 
been 
repeated several times, it was 


claimed, nhen the front ranks of the 
crowd were pushed up closer on the tres- 
tle-work than before. The deputies be- 
came impatient, and again ordered them 
back and to disperse. 
They fell back 


only to resolve the weight and impetus 
of the surging mass of humanity in the 
rear, and again going forward, as a wave 
rolling up on the beach, received a shol 
from the picket guard,, which was re- 
plied to by the crowd with Winchesters, 
revolvers, etc. What followed could 
not be intelligently learned. 
The crowd 


flred nervously at the deputies, but there 
being but few of them, they were In a 
good position to be favored by accident, 
which directed the bullets between and 
above them. 
Tiring as nervously, the 


shots of the officers had more effect, as 
they had a human wall as a target, and it 
would have been a miracle had the balls 
passed harmlessly through. 
Thus the 


first shot is left to be accounted for by 
individual testimony, and may not be re 
yealed even by the coroner's jury and the 
judicial investigations which must in- 
evitably follow. 


The scene on the biidge directly after 


the shooting was one ol the wildest con- 
tusion and excitement, and lor a time all 
traffic ceased and foot passengers were 
warned that to attempt to cross was to 
take their lives in their hands. The fly 
ing deputies', who lint! juit turned and 
fired a volley, were hurrying across to 
SI. Louis with the intention ol giving 
themselves up to the authorities. When 
the deputies hurried on to the bridge 
they weie followed by an angry mob "oi 
sc\eral handled people and cries of 


"CATCH THEM AND STRING THKMUP!' 
"Hung them!" 
"Stop the men with 


guns'" were heard on every hand. 
The 


deputies kept together, moving at double 
r|iiiLk, and at the bridge watchman's ofllci 
.Mayor Jojec and City Clerk Ciinty ol 
East St Louis called to them to surren- 
der. 
Some one struck the mayor with a 


Winchester, the rifle glancing from tin1 
head to thf shoulder, the official escap- 
ing virtually uninjured. 
Abunt fifty feel 


beyond the bridge toll office the crowd 
pressed the fleeing deputies so closely 
that they turned and flrod several shots, 
one of which struck C. E. Thompson, ol 
4021 California avenue, St Louis, in the 
groin, Inflicting a fatal wound. 


The deputy sheriffs continued in theii 


ttcsteiu flight, followed closely by Officer 
Doud, ol East St. Louis, who had been 
unsuccessful in his attempts to make 
them surrender to him. They ran up to 
Officer Weynacht, of the Third District, 
n ho was doing duty at the west end of 
the bridge, and simemlerecl to him, stat- 
ing that they had killed men in East St. 
Louis and desired to put themselves un- 
der protection. 
Weynacht called hit' 


panner, and the two accompanied tiie 
men to the station at Seventh and Can 
streets. Somewhat of a crowd followed 
them, gathered both by the excited ap. 
pearancc of the men and rumors of the 
tiagedy. As soon as the names wen- 
taken, the patrol wagon was rung up and 
the whole party was forwarded to the 
Four Couits. 


At the,corner of Fourth and Morgan 


stieets a man named Charles Kline, a 
street-car drher, stepped up to the small 
army and wanted to know what they did 
that outrageous shooting lor. Tins kind 
of talk he kept up for some time, when 
suddenly the gmuds came to a. halt, and 
with their rifles in their hands, told Kline 
lie had bettor move to die rear If he did 
not want to be hurt. 


DEAD AND INJURED.

An unknown man was seen to fall into 


Cahokla creek; body not recovered. 


James Scollard, a bystander,

through the right leg. 


An unknown man was shot and slightly 


injured while standing near Steul's coal- 
house. 


Mrs. Klelnheln was crossing Cahokla 


Creek bridge when the shooting com- 
menced, leading her little daughter by 
the hand. A Winchester bullet grazed 
the child's head, inflicting only a slight 
wound. 


8TABTLEB BY TIRE, 


About hall-past nine o'clock people 


passing on the bridge near the Louisville 
& Nashville depot discovered smoke curl- 
Ing up Irom the yards. A lew moments 
later a small flame could be seen issuing 
from a box-car located only a short dis- 
tance from the Louisville & Nashville de- 
pot, and in the center ol a train, with cars 
on the tracks on each side. No one 
seemed to notice the burning and no one 
ventured near the car. 
A few spectators 


on the bridge watched the flames, which 
were slowly growing larger, for lully 
half an honi, and made no attempt to ex- 
tinguish the flre or give an alarm. Final- 
ly, about 10:16, two men who resided 
near the track came running excitedly 
along the bridge looking lor assistance, 
and ran ou up to the bridge office to get 
the bridge hose. They laid the pipe down 
to within a short distance of the flre, 
when the night superintendent of the 
bridge arrived on the scene and instruct- 
ed the men to pay no attention to the 
burning cars, but merely to protect the 
bridge. By this time the flames from the 
burning car were shooting up Into the 
air, and were visible all over the entire 
city. Some person ran up to Relay depot, 
where the troops were quartered, and in- 
termed them ol the facts. Company H, 
Fifth Regiment, Irom Decatur, quartered 
:n the Young Men's Christian Association 
room, ivas ordered to the scene of the 
conflagration. 
They 
immediately fell 


into line, and, under the command ol 
Captain Frank Wells, marched down the 
track double quick time. Arriving at the 
flre they surrounded the burning cars and 
allowed no outsiders around them. By 
this time quite a crowd had collected on 
the bridge. It was composed mostly ol 
the strikers, but they toot things rather 
coolly, and were very quint. "One man 
picked up a stone and wanted to throw it 
down at the soldiers, but he was prevent- 
ed Irom doing so by the remainder of the 
strikers. 


Mayor Joyce arrived on the ground 


about the same time the soldiers did, and 
ran up and down in a very excited man- 
ner, debouncing the burning of the cars, 


adding that he thoughfenongh damage 
had been done for one day. He looked 
around for -»ome time, trying to discover 
SOIDP possible means of extinguishing the 
flames, and, seeing none, started to run 
over the bridge, and turned on an alarm 
from box No. 99, at the entrance of the 
bridge. 
The 
department 
responded 


promptly, and engines Nos. 12 and 23, 
hook and ladder No. 6, and two hose- 
caits were sent over the bridge. The pipe 
was soon laid to the flre, but when the 
water was turned on it was found that 
the hose had been cut. This caused a de- 
lay of a few moments, but a new line of 
hose was soon in shape and a stieam 
playing on the car, the flames soon being 
extinguished. 
The burned car belonged 


to the Wabash, St. Louis ft Pacific, and 
was loaded with sand. 


THE SECOND FIRE. 


Just as the flames got under good head- 


way a big blaze was discovered in the di- 
rection of the round-house of the Cairo 
Short Line, about a mile and a half to the 
southeast. 
The crowd ran down the 


track to this fire, when it was found that 
three box-cars and one caboose on the. 
Cairo Short Line tracks were enveloped 
in flames. The cars were surrounded 
by 
a 
crowd 
numbering, 
perhaps, 


two 
hundred 
people, 
but 
they 


were 
orderly 
and 
.made 
no 


disturbance. The caboose belonged to 
the Vandalia Line, while the box-cars 
were one Burlington & Missouri River, a 
Chicago, Builington & Quincy, and a Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee t St. Paul, all empty. 
Alter the cars had nearly burned to the 
ground a chemical engine arrived and 
played a stream on the flre, but it did 
little good and the firemen retired. 


A THIRD TIRE, 


At 12:10 o'clock the watchman at the 


yards of the Cairo Short Line detected 
another flre in the oil-sheds, which im- 
mediately bvirst forth and enveloped the 
building in flames. It was a commodious 
wooden structure, rendered additionally 
inflammable 
by the oil with which 


the floor was saturated. 
The fire, 


fed 
by 
batrels 
of 
oil, 
swept 


westwai d, and in a few moments one of a 
long tra n of freight cars on the nearest 
track caught flre. The wind, which had 
been driving the flames in the direction 
of the round-house and shops, grew as 
the intensity of the flames increased. The 
fire crept along to the main buildings 
and spread to another of the cars which 
separated 
it 
from 
the 
shops. 


Only 
a 
few 
moments 
more 


elapsed 
before 
the 
flames 
leaped 


to the next paiallel track, and at one 
o'clock this morning there were six or 
eight freight cars ablaze, and the shops 
were menaced by the aggressive element. 
An engine near the round-house whistled 
continuously for assistance. 
The crowd 


of speclatois increased from minute to 
minute as the flre below faded out in the 
night under the exertion of the St. Louis 
lire 
depaitmcnt, 
and transferred the 


theater of the excitement to the shops. 


"Nothing can save the shops," was the 


general comment, and it became apparent 
that not only the buildings to which the 
flre \\ us tending were doomed, but also 
hall a dozen long lines of loaded and 
empty freight cars which filled the inter- 
vening space. 


TWO JIORK HAZES. 


A fourth flic started in the Cairo Short 


Line lumber yard, where a lot ol dimen- 
sion timbers for car construction was 
piled. There were also a number of cais 
standing in close proximity, and they 
commenced to blaze, attracting a crowd 
of spectators in thai immediate locality. 
The ciowd stood leisurely and saw the 
propei ty consumed without making any 
effort to save it. 


Another blaze shot up in the vicinity of 


the Little rolling-mill, where there was a 
number of Short-Line cars anrl cars be- 
longing to various other roads. They 
binned slowly, as (here was but very 
httluwind blowing at 1:SO o'clock this 
moining, when East St. Louis was 
illuminated by four distinct and widely 
separated blazes. 


THE iriHEMBi? OIUMBKD OFF. 


The St. Louis flre department was near 


at 
hand 
and 
could 
have 
readily 


extinguished the fires 11 the 
crowd 


would have permitted them to do so. 
They had got the flames under con- 
liol at the second fire, about a thou- 
sand yards below the shops, and would 
have extinguished it if they had not been 
interfered with by the strikers. About 
12.15 Assistant Chief Gross was helping 
to push the burning cars from the train 
with which they were connected when a 
striker stepped up to him and said: 


"I want to speak to you." 
Mr. Gross 


said he would give his attention in a mo- 
ment, and allowed himself to be led from 
the burning cars. 


The striker said he represented a com- 


mittee which had been instructed to In- 
form the flre department that they were 
not wanted In East St Louis. 


The Assistant Chief explained that he 


had responded to the call of duty. 
" Did you come here by the authority 


of Mayor Joyce?" asked the mouthpiece 
of the committee. 
"Yes." 
"Take my advice. You had better 


make a sneak, anyway. It ain't health; 
for you here. 


Assistant Chief Gross concluded that 


it was no use staying there any longer, 
and he withdrew his men and prepared to 
return to St. Louis. When they left, Mr. 
Gross said it was useless for them to at- 
tempt to do anything, as the strikers 
threatened their engineers, cut the hose 
and bad told him that they would not be 
allowed to do anything. 


The casuaKles occurring throughout 


the evening to the flremen were the cases 
of Denny Deering, of the 
Twenty-threes 


Company, who fell through a trestle and 
was fished out with some difficulty and 
sent home, and Koddy Walsh, ol the 
same company, who fell through the 
trestle, but was not hurt. 


TUB CONFLAGRATION SPREADING. 


At the close of this report several new 


flres have started up among the railvray 
property, the nature and extent of which 
is not known, however.

Circular to Striking Coal Miners—Want 


Lest Hours and More Monsy— 


, 
Other Strikes. 


Th» Crowner'i 'ftueit—Another Victim of 


Friday'* Shooting. 


EAST ST. Louis, 111., April IS.—The 


Inquest in the cases of 
the victims of 


Friday's shooting was continued this 
morning. Coroner Woods arrived short- 
ly after nine o'clock, and stated that he 
had summoned some witnesses at Belle- 
vilJe, whose testimony he considered im- 
portant, and would therefore adjourn 
the inquest one hour to await their com- 
ing. 


The coroner also said that he had sent 


word to the imprisoned deputies at the 
St. 
Louis 
Four 
Courts, 
that 
if 


they 
desired 
to 
be 
heard, 
he 


would 
give them the 
opportunity; 


that they could either come over to-day, 
to-morrow or the next day, or designate a 
day in the future "when it would suit 
their convenience." 
He understood that 


one or two ol them were anxious to 
testify, while the others preferred to place 
a few weeks time between the present ex- 
citement and the date ol their hearinpr, 
believing that public sentiment would 
bt in a better temper to listen to them. 
This contingency may therefore govern 
the date of the final decision. 


ANOTHER VICTIM. 


About ten o'clock 
Chiel Halloran, 


Mayor Joyce and John Griffin came into 
the room and informed Coroner Woods 
that James Scollard, shot in the leg near 
the bridge, had died at twelve o'clock last 
night at the Sisters' Hospital, St, Louis, 
and desired to know what disposition 
should be made ol his body. Alter a 
brief consultation the coroner expressed 
the opinion that it would be better to 
have his remains brought to East St. 
Louis, where the manner and cause of his 
death could be legally investigated. 
His 


remains will be viewed by the jurors this 
afternoon. 


Scollard was a young man, aged eigh- 


teen, and had been a resident of East St. 
Lonis about two years. 
He was a labor- 


er, and boarded with John Griffin, on Di- 
vision avenue, and came originally from 
Stamford, Conn. 


Mayor Joyce also announced that young 


Murray, shot in the leg, could not live, 
and that bis death might be expected at 
any time. It was also rumored this 
morning that two other parties had been 
hoard from 
who received 
dangerous 


wonnds, that might result in death. 


The jury reassembled at 10:80 p. m. 


The first witness called was Frank Banks. 
He testified: 
Am employed at the Little 


Rolling mill in the capacity of spike-feed- 
er; I visited the Fonrt Courts on Friday 
as a member of a committee, and iden- 
tified five of the men who did the shoot- 
ing; saw the shooting; the crowd was 
hooting and shouting and the deputies 
came up and took a position on the tres- 
ale; the little man walked up and throw- 
ing open his coat, exclaimed: "I am the 
deputy sheriff, and I will arrest every 


of you;" he then walked 


into the crowd 
and 
took hold ol 


a man, and said, 
"yon 
are the man 


thai called me names;" lie turned around 
and said "the ball is open, let her roll," 
and then shot Bonner; Sam Jones shot a 
man in the middle ol the bridge—I saw 
him fall; saw the little fellow and the 
red-headed man they call Sam Jones kill 
two men. The mayor told the boys to 
"arm yourselves the best way you can." 
The liltle man appeared to be trying to 
incite a riot all day; I saw Hewlett, Sam 
•Wones and Hensstler at the Four Court. 
There were nine deputies on the trestle 
•who did the shooting; saw no shooting 
Irom the crowd at any time. I ran away 
alter the first two men were killed. 


Henry McDcrmott, a constable, testified 


that he was at the Four Courts yesterday 
and arrested T. G. Hewlett, Wiliiam Lus- 
ter, John Hague, Charles Hensstler, W. 
F. Laird, Sam Jones, Stewart Martin, 
George Sennet and John to Williams, as 
the men who did the shooting. 
I ar- 


rested them upon a warrant issued by 
Justice Lang. 


Gould Eegorda the Strike ai a Thing of 


the Fait. 


NEW YORK, April It.—Mr, Gould reit- 


erated his assertion that as far as the 
Missouri Pacific was concerned, 
the 


strike was a thing ol the past. A repre- 
sentative of Mr. Gould said that in one 
tray the strike had benefited the com- 
pany. Before the strike the company had 
!n its employ more men than it needed, 
but now these were thinned out, and 
there remained an ample force for all re- 
quirements. 
Mr. 
Gould's 
attention 


was called to 
a 
statement by Mr. 


Bailey, ol the executive committee of the 
Knights of Labor, that the executive com- 
mittee failed to understand the lull pur- 
port ol Hoxie's reply to Gould's tele- 
gram sent on the evening after the sec- 
ond 
conference. 
Mr. Gould said he 


could not understand why there had not 
been a full comprehension of the matter. 
He personally hailed Mr. Hoxie's reply, 
which said he would not confer with 
them, but he was willing to confer with 
a committee of employes of the company. 
"I said then," says Mr. Gould: "now 
the more quickly you get your 
men

represented by the committee appoint- 
ed." 
Mr. Gould says a stenographer was 


present at the conference, and took clown 
the entire discussion, nnd from his notes 
a bulky pamphlet is now in the course of 
preparation. In response to an inquiry 
about the published report of the com- 
mittee of Kuights of Labor, showing a 
vast decroasie in the volume of business 
handled by the Missouri Pacific, Mr. 
Gpuld's representative said: 
"The tlg- 


uies siven in the report are false in every 
particular." 


ould's Locomotive Firemen on the War'

ST. Louis, April 13.—Mr. F. Sargeant, 


Chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen, is in the ci^y, and has called the 
grievance committee of the Gould system 
lodges to a conference here.

mittee represents about eighteen hundred 
WcpjnoWve firemen. The especial mattei 


to be adjusted is the discharge of twenty- 
three firemen "by the Missouri Pacific lor 
causes which the firemen claim were not 
sufficient to form just grounds for such 
action. The men are reticent, but claim 
that they expect to see either a reinstate- 
ment, or that the matter will go consid- 
erably further. 


Striking Brakemen Betnrn to Work.

A Circular to Striking- Coal Miners. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 14.—The opera- 


tors of the Clearfleld bituminous coal re- 
gion yesterday issued a circular to their 
striking miners and other employes, stat- 
ing that owing to competition and conse- 
quent low prices it is impossible for them 
to increase wages.

Eoth- 
man, who has returned to his former 
home in Germany; Robert E. DeLacey, 
who has gone to some unknown place 
to join his sick wife, and Charles Demp- 
sey, who, after a short stay in Florida, 
eluded Inspector Byrne's detectives by 
goins; over to Cuba. There were two 
members of the board—Hugh Grant and 
J. C. O'Connor, Jr.—who have never 
been accused or even suspected of brib- 
ery. 
They alone voted 
against the 


Broadway railroad franchise. 
All the 


members who voted for the franchise and 
who are living and within reach have 
been arrested, namely: Kirk, Jaehne, 
Pearson, Miller, (who were arrested at 
different times within 
the 
past few 


weeks,) Cleary, McQuade, Duffy, Full- 
graff, Sayles, Wendel, Farley, McCabe, 
O'Neill, Reilly and Fink, who were all 
arrested yesterday. 


All the men arrested have been re- 


leased on $25,000 ball each. The only 
member not named above is Chas. B. 
Waite, who has turned State's evidence, 
and will probably get off easy, though he 
s under police surveillance. 


The arrests made yesterday were most- 


ly upon "information and belief." the 
affidavits being subscribed to by the dis- 
trict attorney. Mr. Shiels took advan- 
tage of this fact to procure a writ of 
habeas corpus, returnable before Judge 
Barrett, of the Supreme Court, directing 
that the persons having him in custody 
bring him before the court and explain 
his detention. But at 2:15 p. m. the 
grand jury came into the Court of Gen-

in, the men suspected of doins the 
bribery arc thought to stand a good 
chance of receiving visits from the police. 
No one would be surprised to see Jacob 
Sharp invited to call at police headquar- 
ters, but some smaller fry are likely to be 
sumn)i>"dl first. Billy Maloney, reading 
clerk of the bonvd of 1884, and John 
Kecnan, a liquor dealer, the two men al- 
leged to have been distributors o£ the 
"boodle," are still keeping at a safe dis- 
tance from New York jurisdiction—5 [a 
loney in Canada, and Keenan either in 
Panada or on his way from Montreal to 
-Curopc. 


This State Senate yesterday extended 


until May 5 the time during which the 
Senate investigating committee may take 
evidence in the Broadway franchise mat- 
ter. 
It is expected that this will result 


in obtaining information upon which to 
base the arrests of several well known 
persons of higher grade than the alder- 
men. Hitherto the committee, for lack of 
time, hos been obliged to confine its in- 
quiries to the quarters where suspicion 
was most plainlv directed.
